The wisdom of giving 
bberal encouragement to such enterprises is 
manifest, and, at the outset, it is essential that 
Government aid should be extended. After the 
system is once fairly imangurated, it will prove 
eelf-gupporting and work its own extension.“

Sir George Etienne Cartier, who died in Lon- 
don yesterday, was a Canadian by the double 
right of his birth and his descent from Jacques 
Cartier, thé discoverer of Canada. He has been 
® leader of the French-Canadian Conservative 
party ever since his election to the Canadian 
Parliament in 1848, and under the old Canadian 
and Prime Minister for four years, 
from 1858 to 1862. He was made Minister of 
Militia on the formation of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment in 1867. He was one of the delegates 
to England on the questions of Confederation 
and the Inter-Oolonial Railway in 1865, and 
again in 1866. In 1868, he visited England again, 
to arrange a settlement of the differences that 
had arisen between Nova Scotia and the other 
North American Colonies on the subject of 
union. He was 69 years of age.

It is difficult to see how any 
personal acquaintance that Judge Blodgett may 
have had with Perkins aforetime could offset 
facts of this nature. * 

The general value of thie decision of Judge 
Drammond consists in the warning thus given 
to all men who have been guilty of sharp prac- 
tices with the money belonging to bankrupt in- 
surance companies intended to defraud the 
policy-holders of what little is left to them, that 
their operations will not be tolerated in a court 
of equity; that they will be made to disgorge, 
and that those who shall be detected in unfair 
dealing will be exhibited to the public in their 
true character. Such a decision was sorely 
needed in this community, and we believe that 
Judge Drummond's opinion in the Perkins case 
foreshadows the judicial treatment of all the 
insurance grabs growing out of the Chicago fire. 

It is worthy of note that Judge Drummond 
made no reference to the charge publicly brought 
by the counsel for the appellant, to the effect 
that Judge Blodgett was himself a stockholder 
in the State Insurance Company. : 


At last, a gleam of common sense appears in 
the action of the Common Council with refer- 
ence to the new Court-House plans, or at least, 
one member of the Council has had the good 
sense to suggest a reasonable method of arriv- 
ing at some definite What has been 
done hitherto has been the merest child's play, 
the result of which has only shown the inability 
of the several Committees to decide upon a plan, 
as might have been known at the ontset. For- 
ty-nine plans were originally submitted, good, 
bad, and indifferent. These forty-nine plans 
were immediately reduced to eighteen, in a hap- 
hazard way; these eighteen to nine, the nine 
to six. The Committee then took the six plans 
and began their search for the best one, which 
resulted in bringing the whole forty-nine in 
competition again. Another sifting process 
commenced, which had a similar ending, leaving 
the Committee with a specified number of plans 
on hand, and with the same consummate inabil- 
ity to decide upon what they wanted. As every 
scheme which they have tried leaves them in 
the same quandary, and as the people are anx- 
ious to have a decision sometime before 
the close of the nineteenth century, 
the brilliant proposition has now been 
made by the Joint Committee to 
select eighteen or twenty of the local architects, 
who have submitted plans, give them an audience 
one by one, and let them explain the various 
plans. The public will object to this scheme in 
to. for the reason that by the time the eighteen 
architects got through showing the defects in 
each other's plans, the Committee will have 
lapsed into a state of utter idiocy, and be unable 
to tell a plan of a Court-House from a plan of a 
windmill. The Oourt-House plans and the Com- 
mittee are already sufficiently muddled, without 
letting eighteen interested architects loose 
among them to eat each other up, and throw 
dust in the eyes of the already half-blind Com- 
mittee. The opinions of such witnesses wouldn't 
be worth the paper they were written on. 

There is only one thing certain in this wilder- 
ness of uncertainties, and that is that the Com- 
mittees of the county and city are as ignorant of 
architecture as they are of the Targum, and as 
incapable of deciding upon the merits of the 
plans as they would be of making a revision of 
the Bible. It would be the part of mod- 


esty for them to say eo at once, and 


let out the job to competent parties, and not 
continue the Kentucky Block farce any longer.

In 1860, the tonnage of American ships em- 
ployed in foreign trade was 2,546,287, and in 
1872 it had fallen to 1,410,648 tons. In 1860 it 
was 81-thousandths of a ton per capita ; in 1870, 
only 89 ; in 1871, only 86, and in 1872, only 34 
thousandths of a ton per capila. Never before, 
since we achieved freedom on the seas by the 
War of 1812, has our tonnage been so small in 
proportion to population. In 1815 it was 101; 
in 1820, 64; im 1830, 45; in 1840, 53; and in 
1860, 69-thousandths of a ton to each inhabitant. 
Now it is barely one-third as much as thirteen 
years ago. In 1860, more than 67 per cent of all | 
tonnage entered and cleared at our ports was of 
| our own flag; but in 1872 only $43¢ per cent 
was of our own. In the same period 
the proportion of British ships entering and 
clearing at our ports rose from 27 to 52 per cent. 
In 1860, 20 per cent of all our tonnage was of 
lake ports, but in 1872 only 10 per cent. The 
American portion of all tonnage, which entered 
and cleared from sea ports, was 46 per cent in 
1860, and 24 per cent in 1870. We built in 1872, 
for foreign trade, 11 ships and barks, and 8 
steamers, but we sold to foreigners 19 ships and 
barks and 5 steamers ;' lost at sea, 61 ships and 
barks and 5 steamers, and condemned, 8 ships and 
. barks, and 2 steamers ; net loss during one year, 
72 ships and barks, and 4 steamers. This sort of 
decrease has been going on ever since the War 
closed. Our tonnage decreased 203,167 in 1866, 
| 82,078 in 1867, 93,574 in 1868, 118,611 in 1869, 
143,989 in 1870, 142,117 mn 1871, end 72,625 in
